MOUNDSVILLE, W. Va., March 
21— (U P )—-Three men convicted of 
the kidnap-slaying of Dr. James I. 
Seder, one-time head of the W est 
Virginia Anti-Saloon league, will 
be hanged tonight in the seeped 
triple execution in the state’s his­ 
tory. 
The men, Arnett Booth, 46, and 
John Travis and Orville Adkins, 
25— occupied three of 
the 
four 
death cells in the W est Virginia 
state penitentiary here. 
Only 
a 
brick wall separated them from the 
white-washed, high ceilinged exe­ 
cution chamber. 
Their deaths will bring to 73 the 
number of executions performed 
here since 1900. 
Warden C. M. Stone 
has 
an­ 
nounced that two of the men will 
be executed 
simultaneously, 
the 
third following immediately. How­ 
ever, he has not indicated the or­ 
der in which the convicted slayers 
will walk to their doom. 
Last A p p a ls Lost 
The doomed men lost their last 
chance to escape the scaffold when 
Gov. Homer A. Holt, at Charles­ 
ton, refused to act on their appeal 
for a stay of execution. The state 
supreme court previously had de­ 
nied appeals of Travis and Ad­ 
kins. 
Dr. Seder, 70, a retired minister, 
of Huntington, 
W. Va., was kid­ 
naped from his home last Nov. I. 
His abductors 
demanded 
$50,000 
ransom, which w as never paid. On 
Nov. ll, Dr. Seder was found in an 
abandoned Wayne county coal pit 
in a weakened condition from cruel 
treatment and exposure 
at 
the 
hands of his kidnapers. He died in 
a Huntington hospital of pneumon­ 
ia and shock. 
Booth, alleged leader of the plot, 
Travis and Adkins were tracked 
down by department 
of 
justice 
agents, confessed and were con­ 
victed in a little more 
than 
a 
month after their capture.

Revision Of Shaw Contract 


Ordered By Executive 


COLUMBUS. March 21— (U P) — 
Gov. Martin L. Davey, in a letter 
to State Liquor Director J. W. Mil­ 
ler, today recommended that the 
state "get out of the trucking busi­ 
ness entirely.” 
The governor referred to the liq­ 
uor contract between the liquor 
department and Shaw Transport, 
Inc. During the recent senate graft 
investigation, it was brought out 
that Shaw Transport contracted to 
transport liquor for 17 cents a case 
but paid another firm l l Vi cents 
a case to do the actual hauling. 
Gov. Davey said there were tw*o 
alternatives to correction of the 
condition exposed by the senate 
graft committee. 
“The first is a prompt revision 
of the existing contract on the 
basis of a fair return to the con 
tractor,” Gov. Davey wrote. “This 
could be accomplished by 
agree­ 
ment, on the threat of cancellation 
of the contract itself. 
“This other alternative is for the 
state to go out of the trucking 
business entirely. Why should your 
department transport the goods 
of the distillers from the warehouse 
to the state stores and agencies? 
The state should be engaged in as 
few business enterprises as possi­ 
ble. It is better public policy to 
force the distillers to deliver their 
own wares, and revise their prices 
to include the cost of warehousing 
and trucking.” 
The governor wrote 
that 
“in 
spite of the fact that this contract 
represented a saving of $50,000 a 
year over the one which we inherit­ 
ed, it has been disclosed that the 
new contract was sub-let at a price 
which yields an unfair profit.” 
He commended Miller for forcing

France, seeking to stabilize an 
uncertain internal situation, does 
not want it. 
Soviet Russia, busy consolidat­ 
ing the Stalin regime through li­ 
quidation of m any old-tim e Bol­ 
shevists, does not want it. 
None of those th ree g reat pow ­ 
ers seeks territory . 
W hat they 
do seek, and seek desperately is 
preservation of the sta tu s quo. To 
keep peace, E ngland, F rance and 
Russia are w illing to endure al­ 
most any provocation except di­ 
rect attack.

mouth, Sunday, said he was w ant­ 
ed for the robbery of an employee 
of radio station WPAY and the 
theft of some watches from his 
brother, Carl of Portsmouth. 
Tho capture of Williams took 
place shortly before 9 o’clock. 
Sheriff Charles Radcliff had been 
asked by Portsmouth to be on the 
lookout for Williams. The sheriff 
was told he would appear a t an 
E. Main street beer parlor during 
the evening. 
Sheriff Radcliff noticed Williams 
walk into the G erhardt grocery. 
He ordered a package of cigar­ 
ettes. 
Sheriff Radcliff and Ralph 
Leist, of 106% S. Court street, 
whom the sheriff had deputized to 
assist him in the arrest, followed 
Williams into the business place. 
The sheriff took Williams by 
the arm and told him he was 
under 
arrest.

jerked 
away from the officer and ran 
out of the store into the crowded 
sidewalk.

Williams was released from the 
county jail Jan. 28 after serving a 
fine of $50 and costs on a charge 
of taking a $3 check from the 
Spur oil station on W. Main street. 
The Portsmouth officer said the 
robbery occurred previous to Wil­ 
liams’ jail term.

How to divide delphiniums 


OLD CLUMPS of delphiniums 
th a t look stunted in the center 
should be dug up and divided into 
three or more plants. Old clumps. 
if not divided, have such large 
masses of roots that it becomes 
difficult for them to function as 
they ahould, with the result that 
the plant suffers. 
Dividing of delphiniums is not 
merely to obtain more plants, but 
to have smaller plants which will 
be more vigorous and therefore 
will produce more blooms 
Early in the spring, when the 
new shoots appear on an old del­ 
phinium plant, dig up the clump.
